Licensing Conditions in respect* of Imports of Goods 
and Services under the Yen Credit of Yen 7.535 
Billion for Telecommunications Project (VII) Extend¬ 
ed by the Overseas Economic fCoopeiation Fund 
(OECF) of lapan 

Section 1.—General Conditions : 

1. (i) The Yen Credit of Yen 7.535 billion extend¬ 
ed by the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund 
Japan (OECF) for financing the import requirements 
of the Telecommunications Project of the DGP&T is 
untied in favour of Japan and developing countries. 
Accordingly the goods and services to be procured 
under this credit can be imported from Japan and all 
countries enumerated in the list at Anncxure-I which 
will be eligible source countries under the credit. 

I (ii) Import Licence(s) under the Credit can be 
issued only for such items and for such value as have 
been specificaliy cleared by the DCTD|CG Com¬ 
mittee. The value of import licence(s) issuej under 
tMs credit should not exceed Yen 8.30 Billion (CIF), 

The rupee value of the import licence shall be 
determined with reference to the exchange rate noli- 
fied by the the Department of Revenue (Customs) and 
I^cvaiUng on the date of the issue of the import 
licence and indicated in the body of the imjmrt 
liccnce(s) as per para 2 of the Public Notice No. 
78-ITC(PN)174 dated the 6th June, 1974 issued by 
the CCI&E, which also enjoins that the Customs 
Authorities and the authorised dealers in foreign 
exchange will make debits to the value of the 
licence(s) at the exchange rate specified on the import 
liccnce(s). The licence will bear the superscription 
“Japanese Yen Credit No. ID-P. 29”. The first and 
second suffix to the licence code will be “S|JC’’. This 
will also be repeated in the letter fiom the OCI&E 
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forwarding tho import licence to DGP&T, a copy of 
which should be endorsed to the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs (Japan Section). 

I (iii) Impor^l Liccnce(s) can be issued only in 
favour of DGP&T on GIF basis. 

I (iv) Depending on tire convenience of DGP&T 
more than one import licence may be issued under 
this credit, but the total value must nor exceed Yen 
8.30 BiUion (GIF) as s)jecilied at (i) above. 

I (v) Licences for import of Capital Goods will 
bo issued with an initial validity period of 24 months. 
Request for extension in the validity period issue of a 
fresh import licence should be referred to the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section). 

1 (vi) Imports to be fmanced under the Credit are 
restricted to the list of goods and services attached 
to the import licence, duly attested by the licensing 
authorities. 

I (vii) No rfcmrttance of foreign exchange will be 
permitted against tiie import licence. Any payment 
towards Indian Agent’s commission should be made 
in India rupees to the agents in India. Such payments, 
howevefl, will form part of the licence value and 
will, therefore be charged to the licence. 

I (viii) Firm order must be placed on FOB basis on 
the overseas supphqr located in the countries men¬ 
tioned in Annexurc-I and sent to the Department of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within 4 months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. Freight 
and insurance charges will be payable in India in In¬ 
dian rupees. ‘Firm orders’ means purchase orders 
placed by the Indian licensee on the overseas supplier 
duly signed by the latter or purchase contract duly 
signed by both the Indian importer and the overseas 
suppliers. OMers ondndian Agents of overseas sup¬ 
pliers and|or order confirmation of such Indian Agents 
are not acceptable. 

I (ix) This condition of the placement of contracts 
within 4 months period will be treated as not hav¬ 
ing been complied with unless complete contract 
dtxniments reach the Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Alfairs (Japan Section) within 
four months from the date of issue of the import 
licence. If finn orders as explained in para I(viii) 
above cannot be placed within four months for vahd 
reasons, the licensee should submit the import h'cence 
to the concerned licensing authorities giving reasons 
why ordering could not be completed within four 
months. Such requests for extension in the order¬ 
ing period wiU be considered on merit by the licens¬ 
ing authorities who may grant extension upto a 
further maximum period of 4 months. If however, 
extension is sought beyond 8 months from the date 
of issue of the import licence such projxisals will in¬ 
variably be referred by the licensing authorities to 
the Deparfment of Econonne Affairs (Japan Section), 
Ministry of Finance, North Block, New Delhi who 
will consider such extension on the merits of each 
case and communicate their decision to the licensing 
authorities for comraunicalioii to the licensee.

I (x) All payments must be completed within 4 
months from the expiry of the import licence. Indivi¬ 
dual payments must be ariatiged upon shipment of 
goods. The contract should provide for payment on 
cash basis i.e. on presentation of shipping docu¬ 
ments. No credit facility of any kind will lie per- 
mitled to be availed of by the Indian importer fiom 
the overseas supplier. The contract should provide 
for the period of delivery of goods as follows. 

. Months after the receipt of Letter of 
credit but to be completed latest by the 
end of . . . .”. 

In fixing the terminal dale for shipment it should 
be noted that this date should be beyond 31-12-88. 

Section—II. Special points to be kept in view while 
negotiating a supply contract. 

II (i) lEe FOB value of the contract should be 
expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen should be omitted) 
and should include Indian Agent’s commission, il any, 
which would be paid in India rupees. 

In no circumstances the contract value shoud be 
expressed in Indian rupees or in any other currency. 
The purchase order and the supplier’s order confirma¬ 
tion should be in Enghsh only. 

Goods and services to be financed out of the pro¬ 
ceeds of the loan shall be procured through Foimal 
Open International Tendering in accordance with 
Guidelines for procurement under the loan. 

II (ii) However prior approval of the Fund shall be 
obtained, if it is proposed to adopt procurement proce¬ 
dures other than Formal Open Intemaiioual Tcudor- 
ing for goods and services to be financed out of the 
proceeds of the loan, submitting to the Fund an appli¬ 
cation for approval of procurement method (s) signed 
by duly authorised person. 

Prior to inviting bids for the procurement of goods 
and services, the copies of all notices and instructions 
to bidders, the bid form, the proposed contract speci¬ 
fications and drawings and all other documents rele¬ 
vant'to the bidding shall be submitted to the Fund 
for its prior approval.

It 
will be the responsibility of the Indian Bank concern¬ 
ed Oo en.sure that the amounts due are coircctly depo¬ 
sited into Government account before the import 
documents are handed over to the importers. The im¬ 
porter should also ensure that the amounts due are 
correctly deposited into Government account before 
the import documents are handed over to the im- 
porteis.
